The first legendary tales of the 



cultivate their crops by hand, dream 
of these ancient tales, still believe these 
legends are true? 

Probably the most universally loved 
legend in all countries is that concern' 
ing blossoming trees and plants. One 
of the most famous of these blossom- 
ing trees was the C.lastonbury thorn. 

which was supposed to be located in 
England In the Abbey of Glastonbury. 

It yvas said that Joseph of Arimathea 
was walking abroad one day planted 
his staff and it took root and grew. 
On the Holy Night it would blossom 
forth suddenly just at midnight. It 
was believed that any cutting taken 

from the thorn-tree and planted would 

grow and that it had the miraculous 
power of healing, but the cutting must 
be made at the time the tree blossom- 
ed on Holy Night. During the reign 
of Charles I. it was customary for the 
people to form in midnight to cut a 
branch from it for the king. Later, 
Cromwell's soldiers destroyed the 
abbey by Inc. and all of the trees in- 
cluding the thorn perished. 

There are two lovely legends which 

have come down to us through the pass- 

nturies. In Prance, it has been 

said that the lucerne, or Holy Hay. 
nii-d for the first time when the 
head of the Holy Child rested upon 
there was no other pillow to place 
in tin- manger. The other tlower le- 
gend has to do with a shepherd girl 
and the Christmas Rose, a wa\y llower 
with pink |>ctals. The young shepherd 
stood humbly beside the manger, look- 
I the rich gilts which had been 
lit to the Holy Child by the Magi 
and grieving because she had 
Clothing \o give to the new bom King. 
Suddenly an angel who was passing 
by looked in and noticed her trouble 
Brushing aside the snow, he showed 
her the roses saying, "Nor gold nor 
myrrh, nor frankincense are offerings 
mine meet for the Child than these 
pure winter roses." 

Of all the legends that have conic 
down through the ages, no matter how 
beautiful they may be, none can com 
pate with the story of the Three \\ 
men, who came mysteriously and silent- 
ly out of the EjSSt, following the Star 
Of Bethlehem until they found the in- 
fant Christ iii the lowly manger. One 
of the Wise men. Melchior. the kin 
Nubia, brought a gilt of gold which 
typified the loyalty of the promised 
King of the Jews. The second \\ 
man, Baltlia/ar, king of Ohaldca. 
brought as his s|xvial gift frank- 
incense, typfying divinity. And the 
last Wise man. Caspar, king of Tar- 
shish, brought a gift of myrrh which 
typified sorrow. Many other gifts 
inought UDOO heavy laden mules, 
camels and horses, but these three 
were the significant ones. 
As the ( 'hiistinas season comes 

icloved talcs and countless others 
told, and as we listen to them 
we are again drawn closer together as 
we celebrate this most wondrous event 
of all the ages since man dwelt on 
earth. If at limes we wonder win 
this Christmastime is so far reaching 
effects upon nations, we have 
only to look back through the history

first fixed upon by the Roman branch 
of the Church, and at that season of 
the year a series of pagan festivals 
occurred, which were closely inter- 
woven with the civil and social life of 
the Roman people.

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GA1.I.AUDET DAY OBSERVED BY GREATER 
N. Y. BRANCH, N. A. D. 

At a well-attended meeting in the 
Union League Hall, 14.? West 125th 
Si reel. Sunday evening, December 
Pth, under the auspices of the Greater 
New York Branch of the N. A. D., the 
141st Birthday Anniversary of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, the founder of 
deaf-mute education in the United 
States, was fittingly observed with an 
inspiring program of addresses. 

The meeting was called to order by 
President John N. Funk, who, after 
stating the purpose of the gathering 
and expressing gratification at the 
large number of silent folk present, 
introduced the first speaker of the 
evening, Dr. Thomas Francis Fox. 

Dr. Fox mentioned 
Heinicke, the German oralist pioneer, 
contemporary of De l'F.pee and 
Sicard, and Braidwood, the English 
oralist, saying that while the Braid- 
wood method of instruction was a 
virtual monopoly, not to be disseminat- 
ed accept for a price. 

The next sjvaker, Prof. William G. 
Jones, in his inimitable way. enter- 
tained the audience with a burlesque 
on what a gathering to honor Gallaudet 
would have been like had Gallaudet 
brought over an oral method of 
instruction. Prof. Jones dwelt parti- 
cularly on the reliance Gallaudet placed 
in Laurent Clerc, who came from 
France to assist Gallaudet in formulat- 
ing a system of education in America. 
He mentioned the fact that the grave 
of Clerc in Hartford is in a sadly neg- 
lected condition and appealed to the 
deaf to do something for the grave of 
the first deaf teacher in this country. 

Marcus L. Kenner, Vice-President 
of the N. A. I)., asked for support of 
the Association in its work, which in- 
cluded the self-imposed responsibility 
of honoring the benefactors of the 
deaf, 

John F. O'Brien recalled the illus- 
trious sons Gallaudet gave to the 
Rev. Thomas Gallaudet. whose 
life work was the inception and per- 
petuating of religious work among the 
deaf, and Dr. Edward Miner Gal 
laudet, founder of Gallaudet College, 
only institution or higher learning for 
the deaf in the world. 

Rev. Mr. John IL Kent, in part, 
said that the interest of the present- 
day teachers of the deaf in their 
pupils is not what it used to be. He 
recalled the days when teachers of 
the deaf kept in touch with theil 
pupils outside of the classroom, on the 
• Hind, in the study hall and in 
social activities, and condemned the 
slipshod and perfunctory way the new 
generation of teachers goes about its 
work making a "job'' of what the 
aid time instructors made a life-long 
responsibility.

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Prized Collection of Early Silver Dollars 



An exhibit of interest to numis- 
matists, historians and to the 
general public, is the display of 
1,600 dollar-size silver pieces coined 
by 429 states, principalities, cities 
and religious bodies over a period 
of more than 400 years. 

The collection, housed in the lob- 
by of the Chatham Phenix Nation- 
al Bank and Trust company, New 
York, is the property of Louis G. 
Kaufman, president of the bank, 
and is said to exemplify the entire 
silver coinage of dollar size in every 
part of the world since 1486. 

Although silver has been used as 
money for more than 2.000 years, 
its coinage was limited to pieces of 
small denomination until 1486. 
Then the first silver coins of dollar 
size were struck for the province 
Tyrol by Sigismund, archduke of 
Austria These pieces were called 
talers. Eventually similar coins 
were adapted to thecurrency systems 
of most other European countries, 
under names similar to that of the 
"talers." Talers is still the Yiddish 
term for a dollar; in Denmark they 
were called "dalers"; in the Ne- 
therlands "daalded": in Italy, ' tal- 
lero," and a dollar in the United 
States. 

Theequivalentsin Britain, France, 
Russia and Spain were crowns, five- 
franc pieces, rubles and reals, respec- 
tively. These old silver coins were 
once made by hand. The metal was 
hammered into thin slabs of requisite 
thickness and after the impression of 
the dies had been made on the face 
and reverse each coin was cut out 
separately with hand shears. Many 
"of the coins in this exhibit are not 
circular. Some are rectangular; 
others have a general rectangular 
shape with rounded corners. — New 
York Times.
